While the Kquity men and the 
culored voters made an imposing 
showing for Blattorman as they 
paraded the streets, yet when the Oooh- 
ran forces were marshaled and rounded 
up in front of the Courthouse just after 
the DOOQ hour, it was visibly apparent 
that the Fairbanks banner was trail* 
ing in the dnst and that W. H. Tatt 
would win the vota of Mason coonty 
in H walk.
